An example of such adolescent etter* 
vescence appeared as an editorial in a re­ 
cent issue of the H-SU Brand, student pub ­ 
lication of Hardin-Simmons University . 
The writer, choosing to discourse on the ; 
sub ject of socialized medicine, expanded 
the scope of his article to take in econom­ 
ics. politics, history , and international re­ 
lations. Like a “ mother hub b ard” he cov­ 
ered every thing and touched nothing. 
Exub erant in his adolescent zeal for a 
lofty cause, the writer b ased his argument 
upon a premise that is false, thus under­ 
mining the logic of his entire article. 
He said in part “a medi al program j 
sponsored 
b y 
the 
federal 
government 
through ;ome form of taxation would oe 
j 
the b est way to make it feasib le for eveiy -j 
one to b e hospitalized.” 
A little research on the part of this | 
y outhful editorialist would have uncovered 
the fact that wherever socialized medicine 
has b een tried, it has proven a dismal fail­ 
ure. It does not give greater medical b ene­ 
fits to the individual, b ut serves only to in­ 
crease the grip which b ureaucrats have 
j 
grasped upon the lives and pocket b ooks of 
erstwhile free citizens. 
He went on to say that a little b it of I 
socialism mixed with our form of govern- ‘ 
merit would b e a good thing, and that such 
a mixture would help to halt communism. 
Again, the immature writer should have 
looked up a few facts. In the first place 
there is practically no difference in social­ 
ism and communism. If he woujd consult 
any modern dictionary he would learn this. I 
Jn the second place, has he not learned 
that eternal truth, contained in Holy Writ, i 
that a “ little leaven leaventh the whole! 
lump” ? It is as difficult for a nation to ( 
have a little b it of socialism as it is for an 
individual to b e a little b it dead, or for a 
man to b e a little b it honest. 


He reasoned then that b ecause some 
socialistic experiments have b een foisted 
upon us b y the b ureaucratic new deal, we 
ought to go ahead and adopt a full nro- 
gram of socialism. He referred to the TVA, 
REA. etc. to prove His point. 
Socialism as a theory , is a b eautiful con­ 
cept. Its only weak point is that it won’t 
work in a practical world until and unless 
human nature can b e changed. And until 
that time comes the y oung editorialist will 
have to stagger along with the rest oi' us 
in a world that must b e either free of re­ 
straint upon lib erty , or one in which the 
totalitarian forces deny to all men their 
inherent rights of self determination.

People who refuse to "keep tabs” 
i on their healh with regular physical

think they are well, are unwise. But 
those who ignore definite signals 
, that something is wrong take a 
j foolish chance and invite serious 111- 
| ness and even death. 
During summer months, people 
| who seem tired all the time, lose 
weight, and never seem hungry at 
mealtime frequently blame the sum­ 
mer heat and humidity can inter­ 
fere with “ pep” and appetite, but 
the loss of energy can also be the 
sign of such a serious disease as 
tuberculosis. 
Tuberculosis has no obvious sym­ 
ptoms when it first strikes, but is 
frequently accompanied by fatigue, 
loss of appetite and loss of weight. 
Hence, while a person who has these 
complaints is busy blaming it all on 
the weather, he may be losing valu­ 
able time in fighting his disease 
There are other danger signals of 
tuberculosis, which usually come la­ 
ter, including a cough that hangs 
on pain in the chest, and spitting 
up of blood..

The wea­ 
ther might be responsible for mak-

the time and again it may not. 
But a constant feeling of exhaus- 
! tion might mean tuberculosis. Those 
who suffer from such fatigue should 
| see the doctor promptly and find 
1 out what is wrong.
